Library. 

The changes mentioned in the last number of the 
Bulletin have now been effected. The library and 
collection of photographs of the Museum have been 
brought together in a series of six rooms on the base- 
ment floor, where more favorable conditions of light, 
quiet, and space have been secured for visitors. The 
room of the Librarian in the middle opens on one 
side into the photograph room, on the other into the 
reading room, which accommodates four times as 
many readers as would the old library. In his room 
have been placed the Greenough collection of books 



(a loan to the Museum) and the Waters collection; 
and here also may be seen the periodicals and a few 
of the most general reference books. The main col- 
lection of bound books is arranged partly within the 
reading room, but chiefly in steel stacks erected out- 
side. 

The extensive work of final classification and re- 
cataloguing is soon to be begun ; in the meantime the 
existing catalogue is being put into dictionary form, 
and a subject list of photographs is in process of 
preparation. These adjustments increase the possible 
effectiveness of the library; and it is hoped that it 
will be used to an increasing extent by persons study- 
ing different branches of art.
